Daudel

otlier prisoners AI. Delas, as assoc­ 
iate of Daudel and secretary Gen­ 
eral Semard of the communist par­ 
ty who were permitted to walk out. 
Their 
w’hereabouts

know'ii tonight. 
Shortly after noon today Direc­ 
tor 
Catry 
of the 
Sante 
prison 
w'here the men were confined, re­ 
ceived a telephone call. 
“ Catry,” a voice told him, “I am 
speaking for the minister of the in­ 
terior. 
The 
cabinet 
decided 
this 
morning to release Daudel. his lieu­ 
tenant Delest and the communist 
leader Semard. 
Get busy; let them 
out before the new's becomes public 
as 
there may he manifestations.” 
AI. Catry hesitated about releas­ 
ing tlie prisoners without the us­ 
ual papers. 
So he called up the 
ministry of the interior and asked 
for confirmation of the orders. The 
reply W'as sharp and instant. 
“ What

orders 
of the minis­ 
ter?” exclaimed 
the voice at the 
mfnistrv'. 
‘‘You are going to get 
me in troiilile. 
Go ahead. 
Release 
paiidel and Semard.” 
Accordingly M. Catry went into 


the gallery of the building where 
political 
prisoners 
are 
confined 
and 
told 
Daudel 
“ I 
have 
good 
news.” 
“ indeed,” 
replied 
the 
royalist 
leader, 
‘‘If so, it is the first that 
I have received from official sour­ 
ces in a long time. 
Then the di­ 
rector told Daudel he w'as free and 
added ‘‘get your belongings ready 
to leave the prison in 15 minutes.” 
Obediently Daudel came out, ap­ 
parently w'ithoiit know'ledge of what 
had 
happened. 
Immediately 
he 
was taken in charge by friends wh i 
Imstled him into a car in whict 
Mme. Daudel w'as waiting and he 
was whisked away to an unknow'ii 
destination.

out the releases w'ere effected by 
the camlots cluroy, “ Kings hench­ 
men,” an organization of DaudeUs 
supporters.

Naturally , first hand ex perience in public 
affairs g ives an even more intellig ent un­ 
derstanding of such matters, but the aver­ 
ag e citizen, as a rule, does not eng ag e ac­ 
tively in public affairs. 
He is not reg ard­ 
ed as a leader, it is true, but he can, if 
he will, exert an influence on all such af­ 
fairs by the grasp he secures upon them 
throug h his own study of all questions at 
issue. 
The only way to acquire and de­ 
velop this interest is by earnest, persist­ 
ent effort and this, naturally, is not pos­ 
sible to those who are content merely to 
occupy the sidelines looking on in a pas­ 
sive sort of way , pretending to a knowl­ 
edg e they do not possess and, consequent­ 
ly, not alway s understanding the plays 
they are witnessing. 
That is why such 
men stand still; too timid to take the 
-;ttp that must be taken sooner or later 
lo lift them out of the rut they occupy ; 
ioo lacking in public spirit to realize the 
tiecessily for overcoming such fears, and 
:oo indVfierent to appreciate their own 
iut\' in the matter. 
If we thoug ht less of our own comfort 
and c:^<e and more of the part we should 
day as g-aul citizens in our own commu- 


some of our most important duties and, as 
a consequence, we sing out of sight into 
the restricted territory of our own cramp­ 
ed vision- 
To be of real use a man must 
keep abreast of the time in which he 
lives, take a lively interest in the ques­ 
tions of the day, do his part in aiding the 
solution of pressing problems, eng ag e in 
real constructive work that will force him 
out of his own narrow sphere of duty 
and, above all else, not be afraid to look 
life in the face and accept its every chal­ 
lenge.

IF FIRECRACKER MUST GO 
The discussion over the relevancy of 
firecrackers to Fourth of J uly celebra­ 
tions is timely, but not new. 
Probably 
the reason the dangers persist, that prop­ 
ag anda and legislation have not succeed­ 
ed so far in eliminating 
the 
tragedies, 
that hazards to persons and property still 
shock the nation, is that the problem in­ 
volved has not been carefully analy zed. 
The firecracker has a 
long account 
against it. 
But w^hat part does it play in 
the national celebration? 
Why does it 
figure at all? 
Obviously, it fig ures as 
the accepted mode of expression; by a 
process quite clear the firecracker has be­ 
come the symbol of patriotism, and to a 
very great number of persons, adults as 
well as children, the firecracker holds 
first place, and the real significance of 
the day is forced back into secondary and 
even casual consideration. 
Prohibition of 
any thing 
w’hatever is 
rarely successful if the people oppose it. 
The nation has learned that lesson. 
The 
community has learned it. 
Prohibition of 
the use of firecrackers wmuld be only par­ 
tially observed, and it would be precisely 
the more reckless element that would em­ 
ploy them— since the avoidance of the 
law itself w^ould imply a state of mind in­ 
clined to irresponsibility. 
Does not the problem begin wuth a re­ 
consideration of the holiday itself and the 
significance of it. 
The first and last step 
would be the substitution of some better 
form of patriotic expression for the dan­ 
gerous and rather futile firecracker. 
Legislation may be useful wuth which 
to seize and punish the rowdy who em­ 
ploys firecrackers primarily for the dis­ 
turbance of others. 
But the firecracker 
as an institution, wuth its tragic results, 
can best be displaced by offering some­ 
thing better, and the best thing that can 
be set before the American people is a 
renewed understanding of w^hat the holi­ 
day means, coupled with healthy forms 
of 
expressing 
patriotic 
appreciation 
of 
the event.
